In  New  York  State,  relatively  large  quantities  of  apples  are  used 
each  year  in  cider  mills,  evaporators  and  canning  factories,  and  there  - 
is  continued  interest  in  expanding  the  use  of  apples  in  various  food, 
beverage  and  industrial  products. 

The  manufacturing  industry  provides  an  outlet  for  apples  which,  in 
many  cases,  cannot  economically  be  sold  for  consuraption  as  fresh  fruit, 
either  because  of  market  conditions  or  because  of  some  apparent  defect 
in  size,  appearance  or  other  quality  factor  which  makes  them  unsuitable 
for  the  usual  fresh  fruit  markets.      In  seasons  of  heavy  production, 
particularly,  considerable  quanti..ties  of  high  grade  fruit,  ordinarily 
suitable  for  fresh  fruit  markets,  are  also  utilized  by  processors. 

The  apple  crop  of  1959  was  relatively  heavy,  export  outlets  were 
greatly  reduced  on  account  of  the  European  vmr  situation,  market  prices 
were  low,  and  the  takings  by  manufacturers  were  large,  being  about 
10  percent  over  the  heavy  season  of  1957  and  more  than  double  those 
from  The  light  crop  of  1958.      The  operations  are  highly  seasonal,  and 
many  "io.er  mills  and  evar-orators  are  opened  in  years  of  heavy  crops 
and  closed  in  years  of  light  supply. 

The  survey  of  m.anuf acturing  of  apples  from  the  1959  crop, 
summarized  in  these  pages,  was  made  by  methods  similar  to  those  used 
in  1957  and  1958.      Simple  report  blanks  were  mailed  to  avr.ilnble  lists 
of  es'Gablishments J  with  repeated  follow-up  requests  for  those  not 
answering  promptly^       In  a  number  of  c-  ses,  represent ntives  of  the 
Eruit  pnd  Vegetable  Inspection  Service  of  the  Depf  rtnient  of  Agriculture 
and  Mprkets  made  personal  visits  to  the  proprietors  of  the  establish- 
ments.      It  was  necessary  in  a  fev/  instances  to  make  estimates  of  the 
operations,  the  estimated  amounts,  hov^rever.  being  a  very  small  pro- 
portion of  the  total.      A  considerable  n-araber  of  establishments, 
especially  those  doing  a  small  volume  of  business j  or  doing  mainly 
custom'  work  ,  had  inadequate  records,  and  necessarily  estimated  a  part 
of  their  operations. 

It  is  believed  that  the  totals  given  here  are  essentially 
complete  and  accurate,  .and  comprrable  with  1957  and  1958  which  are 
presented  for  comparison. 

The  cooperation  of  the  owners  or  operators  of  the  establishments 
in  m^aking  the  data  available,   and  of  all  others  v/ho  assisted  v^rith 
the  project,   is  cordially  acknowledged.

For  the  1938  crop,  9  mills,  not  included  in 
average  date,  finished  pressing  on  Liarch  23,  on  the  average,  and  8 
mills  not  included  in  average  date  finished  pressing  the  1939  crop 
on  an  average  date  of  Lferch  8th. 

5/    Includes,  in  1937  crop,  the  price  of  apples  evaporated  or
